While Britain, France and Italy are 


disposed to blame the United States 
for adopting a purely selfish policy, 
Belgium— which is receiving cheap 
foo I from America alone, and conse- 
quenity has no grouch against 
the 


United States—is loota'rig askance at 
the "selfish policy" of Anglo-Franco- 
Italian goveinments, who have by no 
means made good the generous prom- 
ises showered on "poor 
little Bel- 


gium" in the hour of Ijer trial. 


The "Scrap 
of Paper" incident, 


which brought into the war, caused 
the Belgian people to regard Great 
Britain as their ultimate savior. There 
was .something so inspiring; about a 
nation, which was not 
immediately 


thieatt-ned with invasion, throwing 
dcrnn the gauntlet on behalf of her 
smaller neighbor. Perhaps Belgians 
built too much on this, but the utter- 
ances of British statesmen throughout 
the war only tended to endorse ami 
consolidate this opinion. Now weigh- 
ing up performances again et prom- 
ires, Belgium is disposed to 
repeat 


the old jeer about Britain being a 
"nation of shopkeepers" and to add 
somewhat bitterly that the storekeep- 
ing nation seems to be wrapped up in 
self-interest. 


The high cost of living is of course, 


a considerable factor, ilnffte Amer- 
ica, Britain has sent verf'ltttle cheap 
food to Belgium, and the 
observant 


Belgian cannot fail to note that he is 
paying from two or three times the 
price of foodstuffs in England. The 
high rate of exchange as between 
Belgium on the one hand, and Britain 
and the United States on the other, 
coupled with a plethora of Belgian 
paper money, and an absence of real 
wealth, makes it a far better business 
for Belgium to buy what she wants 
from 
Germany—which, being still j 


very bitter against the author of all 
her trouble—Belgium is not at all 
anxious to do. 


A fuither cause of offense is that 


among the machinery sent by Britain 
to Belgium, is much 
stuff 
marked 


"Made in Germany," which the 
pa- 


tiiotic Belgian hoped to avoid in or- 
dering machine parts from England. 
The promises as to reparations and 
restorations also still remain, in the 
bulk, unrealized. Sixteen months af- 
ter the signing of the armistice, Bel- 
gium has not obtained restitution of 
much of her machinery, rolling-stock, 
cattle, horses, etc., carried off by the 
Germans. 


In her negotiations with Holland, 


Belgium feels that she lias been badly 
let down. Early in the war England 
promised a revision of the Treaty of 
1339, and held out hopes of the re-! 
iteration of the Scheldt and a portion! 
of Dutch Limburg to Belgium, but 
recent developments give the impres- 
sion that British diplomatists 
are 


suppoitmg Holland rather than Bel- 
gium in the negotiations.

Question of the trial of the former 
kaiser and war criminals, too, Bel- 
gium accuses Britain of being

->ager to conciliate Holland, and the

This is not the view of disgruntled 


>oliticians and diplomatists or ex- 
tremists, many of whom say 
far 


stronger things about British post- 
war policy, but it is the growing feel- 
ing among thinking people of all 
classes, who tee in the allies' strug- 
gles with their own reconstruction 
jroblems, especially M regards Brit- 
sh policy, a disposition to let "gal- 
lant little Belgium" get out of her 
troubles as best she can. 


Among the Belgian masses there is 


far less discontent and bolshevik sen- 
timent than has been apparent in the 
countries of her less ravaged neigh- 
bors. The Belgian people are hard- 
working and thrifty, and with their 
own national problems to solve they 
are facing the task of reconstruction 
bravely.

He is working on a regualr eight hour trick now since we have 
health insurance. 
He does not select his patients; neither do his 


patients select him. The Board of Health does that. Great 
idea! Just like a plumbing establishment. 
You call for a plum- 


ber and you get a plumber. Call for a doctor and you get a doc- 
tor—no more—not your doctor nor the doctor who pulled another 
of your family thru by Jhis long night vigil. 


Meanwhile baby gets worse. 
You call again for a doctor 


and a doctor comes—though there is no assurance that it will 
be the same doctor for the doctors are not looking after their pa- 
tients how—they are simply servants of the state working as 
directed by their chiefs. 


The ending of this tale may be surmised. 
There are many things which the state does, can and will 


provide in a most satisfactory arid economical manner but when 
it comes to the carpentering, renovating, plumbing and mam- 
taining of the house in which our fleeting soul makes its short 
abode here on earth we prefer to have the first and last say as to 
who shall do the repairing.

Sentiment Favors U. S. Because Little 


Country Got Cheap Food Here 


By K. H. SHEFFIELD 


(United Pi-ess Staff Correspondent) 


BRUSSELS, March 30. (By Mail.) 


—One of the first things that strikes 
the foreign observer here is the grow- 
ing revulsion of Belgian national 
feeling against her, most intimate 
war-time allies, especially 
Great 


Britain. 


While Britain, France and Italy are 


disposed to blame the United States 
for adopting a purely selfish policy, 
Belgium— which is receiving cheap 
foo I from America alone, and conse- 
quently has no grouch . against the 
United States—is loota'rig askance at 
the "selfish policy" of Angio-Franco- 
Italian governments, who have by no 
mean;, made good the generous prom- 
ises showered on "poor 
little Bel- 


gium" in the hour of lier trial. 


The "Scrap 
of Paper" incident, 


which brought into the war, caused 
the Belgian people to regard Great 
Britain as their ultimate savior. There 
was something so inspiring; about a 
nation, which was not immediately 
threatened with invasion, throwing 
do\vn the gauntlet on behalf of her 
smaller neighbor. Perhaps Belgians 
built too much on this, but the utter- 
ances of British statesmen throughout 
the war only tended to endorse ami 
consolidate this opinion. Now weigh- 
ing up performances again et prom- 
ires, Belgium is disposed to 
repeat 


the old jeer about Britain being a 
"nation of shopkeepers" and to add 
somewhat bitterly that the storekeep- 
ing nation seems to be wrapped up in 
self-interest. 


The high cost of living is of course, 


a considerable factor, ilnffte Amer- 
ica, Britain has sent verf'ltttle cheap 
food to Belgium, and the 
observant 


Belgian cannot fail to note that he is 
paying from two or three times the 
price of foodstuffs in England. The 
high rate of exchange as between 
Belgium on the one hand, and Britain 
and the United States on the other, 
coupled with a plethora of Belgian 
paper money, and an absence of real 
wealth, makes it a far better business 
for Belgium to buy what she wants 
from 
Germany—which, being still j 


very bitter against the author of all 
her trouble—Belgium is not at all 
anxious to do. 


A further cause of offense is that 


among the machinery sent by Britain 
to Belgium, is much 
stuff 
marked 


"Made in Germany," which the 
pa- 


tiiotic Belgian hoped to avoid in or- 
dering machine parts from England. 
The promises as to reparations and 
restorations also still remain, in the 
bulk, unrealized. Sixteen months af- 
ter the signing of the armistice, Bel- 
gium has not obtained restitution of 
much of her machinery, rolling-stock, 
cattle, horses, etc., carried off by the 
Germans. 


In her negotiations with Holland, 


Belgium feels that she lias been badly 
let down. Early in the war England 
promised a revision of the Treaty of 
1339, and held out hopes of the re-! 
iteration of the Scheldt and a portion!

The following short history of the
